J. R. Lynch Addressing the Republican 
Committee of Mississippi. 

JacKsON, Miss,, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 

Executive Committee of the Republican 


party of the State met in this city today?

‘Peck’s Funny Letters to New York from 
the South Seas Cause Him to Be Sus- 
pected of Piracy — Importers of Sugar 
Are Again at the Mercy of the Trust— 
A Broadway Tailor Arrested on 2 
Charge of Conspiracy to Swindle In- 
surance Companies. . 


New York, Feb. 9.— [Special. —Every- 
body connected with the custom-house is en- 
joy ing a hearty laugh with the exception of 
Collector Magone. The general idea seems 


to be that some one has perpetrated a big 


joke on Secretary Fairchild. : 
An order that Collector Magone received 


yesterday from him informed the  Col- 


lector that the yacht Maria, a rakish, 
,mysterious craft that has been cruis- 
ing in the Caribbean Sea for three months, 
would arrive in a few days at the Port of 
New York, and that the Treasury Depart- 
ment had information that the vessel had 
been on a filibustering expedition, to the an- 


— if not danger of the friendly Re- 
pu lic of Honduras. The Collector was 
irected to have the yacht seized 
and her crew arrested immediately upon 
their arrival within his jurisdiction. The 
Maria sailed from New York in November, 
bound ostensibly for three months in South- 
ern waters, mainly in the Caribbean Sea, but 
touching, going or coming, on the coasts of 
Florida and at the Bermuda Islands and 
Cuba. Mr. Beattie knew the master of the 
craft well, and he indorsed Secretary Fair- 
child’s letter about as follows: This y 
the Maria, is in command of John B. Peck. 
Special Agent of the Treasury of the United 
States.” The letter tnus indorsed was re- 
turned to Collector Magone. 

The yacht Maria was built in 1855 and 
is of tweaty-eicht tons burden. Her pres- 
ent owner is Miss Mary F. — — 
of this city. Last November Mr. Peck obtained 
a leave of absence for three months for the 
purpose ostensibly of cruising for pleasure in 
Southern waters, and having chartered the 
Maria he gathered a party of guests and took 
them to sea. The cargo of the yacht was 
made up largely of cases, casks, and boxes, 
supposed to contain food, wines, and cigars. 
No arms are known to have been taken 
aboard. The sailing 8 were taken out 
in the name of John B. Peck, Master.“ The 
only advices from the expedition up to this 
time were received from Key West 23, 
when it was reported that the party were in 
search of sunken treasure. Since the news 
came from Key West the Secretary of the 
Treasufy has apparently received the only 
information about the movements of the 
mysterious Maria. Mr. Peck was appointed 
Special Agent by the late Secretary Daniel 

nning. 

Peck’s letters, in which he speaks of 
finding pirates, hidden wealth, and the 
ruins of the Montezumas, are lookea upon 
as jokes, and are written in a manner 
to convey that idea. The reason giyen

THE OLD INSURANCE SCHEME. 

A Broadway jobber who is accused of con- 
spiracy to defraud several insurance compa- 
nies out of $12,000 was arrested today. In 
this case no fire actually occurred, but 
all the preparations were made with 
a cold-blooded thoronghness that sur- 
prises even experienced detectives. 
The man arrested is Moses Strauss, a Polish 
Jew, perhaps 48 years old, of the firm of M. 
Strauss & Sons, dealers in tailors’ trim- 
mings, at No. 508 Broadway. It is charged 
that Strauss conspired with one Samuels to 
secure an excessive amount of insurance 
upon the stock of the Samuels Brothers, and 
then to have their tailoring store burned 
down. The original motive for this scheme 
is to be found in the fact that Samuels was a 
debtor to Strauss in the sum of $1,900.

The committee did not report in the even- 
ing until 11:30 o’clock, when they offered the 
following, which was unanimously adopted:

SENATOR BROWN AND HIS ORGAN. 

Senator Joseph E. Brown of Georgia re- 
cently delivered or read a lecture or speech, 
or whatever it might be called, to such of the 
Senators as remained in the chamber in fa- 
vor of repealing the internal-revenue taxes 
on tobacco and all kinds of liquors, especially 
whisky. He descanted at great length on 
the hardships those taxes inflicted upon the 
„ moonshiners and consumers of alcohol 
and nicotine, especially in Georgia. The re- 
peal of the whisky and tobacco excises con- 
stituted his measure of relief from unneces- 
sary National taxation. He showed that a 
repeal of those two taxes on vicious luxuries 
would wipe out all the surplus revenue and 
leave the present war tariff untouched, and 
that was the reason for his advocacy of the 
repeal of the whisky and tobacco taxes. Mr. 
Brown is an ultra-protectionist, though his 
constituents have little or nothing to protect, 
being nearly all farmers or traders and mid- 
dlemen. He professes to believe that the 
prosperity of the country depends upon the 
amount of bounty paid to the special inter- 
ests oi the Eastern States now being run and 
operated by trust monopolies. 

Brown hasa personal organ in Atlanta 
called the Constitution, frequently spoken of as 
“Grady’s New South paper.” Grady is the 
eaitor of the sheet, except when prohibition 
is the subject under discussion. Mr. Grady is 
| then only half editor, he being wet and the 

other editor “dry.” But when Senator 
Brown takes a position against the interests 
of his agricultural constituents on tariff re- 
form Grady becomes loyal to tho Senator 
and disloyal to his “sovereign State.” 
Brown is reputed to be the largest million- 
aire in Georgia, and he resides in Atlanta. 
He rules Grady and dominates the opinion 
of his Constitution. 

This organ of Senator Joseph E. Brown 
is rehashing his Senatorial harangue in daily 
installments, verbosely expressed, in favor 
of the repeal of the whisky and tobacco 
taxes; but the Constitution, while devot- 


subject, has not yet found space to state the 
real purpose behind which it conceals its 
verbosity. It does not say in so many words 
that it desires a repeal of those excises on 
the two evil luxuries for the purpose of per- 
petuating the trust monopoly tariff, yet, if it 
were candid,it would admit to its readers 
that this is the motive for its advocacy of 
Brown’s fiscal policy. It might as well exer- 
cise the frankness of openly avowing it, and 
in so doing enjoy the honor of being honest 
with its readers. 

The editor of the Constitution is well aware 
of tlie fact that, with the whisky and tobacco 
taxes repealed, no reduction of war tariff 
taxes or war bounties is possible. And yet 
it is a curious fact that among all the 
States of the Union there is in none 


protected pursuits, or a larger proportion 
of the industrial classes employed in non- 
protected occupations than in Georgia. When 
the last census (1880) was taken there were 
432,204 persons engaged in tilling the soil of 
Georgia, and only 36,167 persons éngaged in 
manufacturing, mechanical, and mining 
trades. Of this small number not to exceed 
10,000 were employed in what can be consid- 
ered protected vocations. Thus not one in 
ii of the working classes of Georgia was 
deriving the slightest benefit from the pres- 
ent system of war duties; on the contrary, 
all the peopie of Georgia, with the exception 
of this infinitesimal handful of cotton-mill 
low-wage operatives, were and are seriousiy 
injured by reason of these war taxes and at- 
tendant bounties which enhance the cost of 
all kinds of merchandise. 

The chief surplus agricultural product of 
Georgia is cotton, and from the proceeds of 
this fibre the farming masses of Georgia pur- 
chase all their necessaries of life. The cot- 
ton is sold, every pound of it. at foreign freo- 
trade prices, less cost of transportation to 
Liverpool; so that the planters of Georgia 
are, in fact, all engaged in free-trade voca- 
tions; they are all compulsory free-traders, 
but under the present tariff are obliged to 
pay high protection prices for everything 
they purchase in exchange for the proceeds 


Constitution call this fair trade? Does he claim 
that such a system promotes the prosperity 
and welfare of the people and planters of 
Georgia? Does he contend that it is to their 
interest to sell as free-traders and buy at 
bounty prices, paying 50 per cent more for 
their goods than they are commercially 
worth? Does he contend that any reduction 
of those artificial prices that would be caused 
by a revision of the war tariff to a peace 
basis would be to their injury? We hope that 
the Constitution will let up long enough in 
its daily howl for the repeal of the tax on 
those “‘necessaries of life’’—bug juice and 
nicotine—to show its readers by satisfactory 
facts and figures that the present war tariff 
prices of goods which they purchase with 
the proceeds of their ‘free-trade cotton 
should continue to be paid; that it would 
be an injury to the prosperity of Georgia if 
goods and wares cost consumers less; and 
that the more the people pay for their “ trust ” 
protected goods the more they promote the 
general prosperity, especially the prosperity 
of the farmers of Georgia. 


THE METROPOLITAN BANE COLLAPSE. 

The Metropolitan Bank of Cincinnati has 
quickly followed in the steps of the rotten 
Fidelity. Apparently they were two of a 
kind, the only difference being that, while 
Harper of the Fidelity used the funds of its 
depositors for speculating in a wheat corner, 
De Vamp et al. of the Metropolitan used its 
funds for speculating in land booms, which, 

when they collapsed, like the wheat corner, 
ruined the bank. The details of the disaster 
do not differ materially from those brought 
about by the defaulting officers of ther 
banks. The President has misappropriated 
about a quarter of a million of the bank’s 
funds. The Vice-President, who by some 
sort of grim sarcasm was made temporary 
receiver of the Fidehty, and whi, it 
is stated, while im that position bor- 
rowed $175,000 in New York on Fidelity 
collaterals to keep the Metropolitan’ on 
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a smaller per cent of people engaged in

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‘also were in. the habit of loaning money to | 
each other from the funds of the bank. Be- 
sides this there wasa snug little syndicate 
in the directory which invested the deposit- 
ors’ money in Findlay oil booms, in Southern 
real estate and mining ventures, and in 
launching summer pleasure resorts of the 
Coney Island kind. Considering the unanim- 
ity of all concerned in this illegal and im- 
proper use of the bank’s money it is not at 
all remarkable that they should have signed 
with alacrity the false returns made out by 
De Camp, which grossly misrepresented the 
bank’s condition in the official report to the 
Controller of the Currency by a quarter ofa 
million or more, and by which Bank-Exam- 
iner Powell, who had been twice commis- 
sioned to look into the bank’s accounts, was 
successfully hoodwinked. 

In view of the circumstances attending the , 
crash of this and other banks recently by 
misappropriations of funds it is no wonder 
that people are asking what banks are for 0 
they are not places where money can be 
safely held in trust, and what directors are 
for if they do not direct, and what warrant 
bank officials have for investing the depos- 
itors’ money in speculative vertures which 
stand the same chances of maturing as a 
“deal” in a wheat corner or a faro-bank. 
Considering the position in which some of 
the Metropolitan directors have placed them- 
selves by their syndicate operations depos- 
itors will emphasize their demands that di- 
rectors shall be held to some responsibility. 


THE STEEL TARIFF AND RAILROAD RATES. 
An error not without some foundation but 
still quite generally held in an untenable 
form is embodied in the following communi- 
cation to THe Trirzcune regarding the practi- 
cal effect of lowering the duty on steel rails: 


SOUTH CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. — For some time I have been reading the 
tariff articles in your paper with much interest, 
and I was specially interested in the two letters 
signed “Steel Mill Workingman”™ and the one 
signed Steel Rail Baron.“ But Iam still in the 
dark as to how the — would be benefited by 
a reduction in the tariff on steel rails. 

I can understand how cheaper lumber, coal, 
salt, wool, and drugs would benefit us as a peo- 
ple, because these articies are necessities of life 
and must be had by all. Butit seems to me it 
is different with rails. Street rails are used only 
by railro and the only way the people could 
receive an nefit would be by receiving 88 
freight and passenger rates. The question is, 
Would cheaper rails make chea er rates? Some. 

years ago rails were selling at ; they ure now 
selling at about 634. Has there been anv reduc- 
tion in rates caused by this reduction in the 
price of steel? I have always thought that rail- 
roads fixed rates at just as high a figure as they 
could, or as the traffic would bear, and that cheap 
rates were caused by competition only. I do not 
think the cost of building enters much into con- 
sideration, but when road is built the owners 
or officers bond and stock it for just as much as 
it will stand (sometimes twice or three times 
what it actually cost) and then try to make 
rates high eno to pay fixed charges on the 
whole. It looks to me as though cheaper rails 
would benefit the holders of railroad stocks and 
them alone, while it would certainly cause a re- 
duction in the price of labor, and by so doing in- 
= not only the workingmen, but every man 
business in a mill town. I believe tne tariff 
should be revised and every Republican Con- 
sman should so vote. It is a wrong to collect 
100,000,000 from the people each year and lock 
it up. But I think the railroad oo we vele- 
graph companies, gas companies, and other cor- 
porations of semi-public character are each year 
taking many times that amount out of the pock- 
eta of the 71 and I think the tariff should be 
taken off of no article that would benefit them 
alone and injure workingmen.

That railroad managers attempt to use 
every improvement and cheapened method 
in railroad service to increase profits instead | 
of reducing rates to the public is true, but 
that they often fail signally in such efforts 
is equally incontrovertible. As illustrating ‘ 
this factitis only necessary to recall the 
great reduction of transportation rates that 
followed the discovery of Bessemer steel. 
Since the general use of Bessemer’s method 
of converting carbureted iron into steel ana 
the substitution of steel for iron rails 
transportation rates on American railroads 
have fallen fully 50 per cent per ton per mile. 
The displacement of the inferior, expensive 
iron rails which split and wore out rapidly 
and the substitution of the long-lasting, 
even-wearing Bessemer rails gave the rail- 
roads an enormous advantage, and con- 
ferred on the public benefits that it 
would be difficult to estimate. The 
railroads were at once able to use heavier 
locomotive machinery, economize power, in- 
crease speed, enlarge the tonnage of cars, 
and greatly reduce the cost of transporta- 
tion. Bessemer steel was one of the discov- 
eries that made it possible to ship American 
agricultural produce to England with a proht 
and thus enabled American farmers to turn 
the balance of trade and change the standing 
of this country among commercial nations. 
Inasmuch as transportation is an element in 
the cost of nearly every article of use or con- 
sumption the 50 per cent reduction that fol- 
lowed the introduction of Bessemer steel was 
a universal public benefit. So in some meas- 
ure willevery change that cheapens railroad 
service be an advantage to the public. 

It must not be overlooked that the great 
cheapening of railroad transportation conse- 
quent on the discovery of Bessemer 
steel and the introduction of various 
railroad inventions took place when 
railroad pools and combinations were wholly 
unrestrained. Powerful as these combines 
were they could not wholly deprive the pub- 
lic of the advantages accruing from inven- 
tion. If one railroad refused to take ad- 
vantage of an improvement and give the 
public better rates a rival was pretty certain 
to make some such concession and swell its 
tonnage by lowering its charges. Even in- 
side the combines, as the railroad men had 
it, the cheapest freighter was the master 
of the pool.“ The road that needed business 
most would bid for it hardest, and hence cut- 
throat rate wars formed part of the history 
of every railroad pool. The purpose of the 
pools was to keep up rates and charge ail the 
traffic would stand without any regard to 
the cost of the service, but still competition 
was never entirely stifled and rates went 
down steadily in spite of the combines. But 
for the pools the people would have gained 
greater advantages and gained them sooner, 
but still the pooling combinations when at 
their best and wholly unrestrained by law 
were never able to wholly deprive shipvers 
of the benefits following a decrease in the 
actual cost of rail transportation. 

Fortunately railroad competition, so long 
hampered and bound, is now set free. Pool- 
ing is a penal offense under the provisions of 
the Inter-State Commerce act and will be 
entirely abolished by a. fair application and 
execution of that measure. There is strong 
reason, therefore, to believe that in the future, 
with free competition between carriers, every 
considerable reduction an the cost of railroad 
service will lead to a lessening of charges 
in favor of shippers. If such results were 
gained slowly and in part only against the 
opposition of the pools they ought to come 
quickly and in full measure now that pooling 
is prohibited and competition between rail 
carriers is set free. A lowering of the ex- 
cessive duty on steel rails would cheapen 
railroad service, and under present condi- 
tions ought to bring about a prompt reduction 
of freight and passenger rates. 

A reasonaple reduction of the tariff can be 
made without any injury to the steel - rail in- 
dustry. If atthe same time that Congress 
lowers the duty on steel rails it would take off 
the tariff on foreign ores and pig-iron, Besso- 
mer steel could be produced in this country 
with greater advantage than heretofore. 
There are immense deposits of iron in Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania, and along the Atlantic 
coast so strongly impregnated with phos- 
phorus that the oré cannot be manufactured 

to advantage, but if nuxed with certain for- 
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should the tariff, by excluding the foreign 
ores needed for mixing, practically inter- 
dict the use of American ores and prevent a 
feasible reduction in the cost of Bessemer 
steel, and, hence, of transportation charges! 
With competition kept free and the provis- 
ions of the Inter-State Commerce act fairly 
executed there is no reason why every 


material reduction of railroad expenses 


should notinure to the benefit of shippers 
and secure them better rates. With a low- 
ered duty on steel rails and free mixing ores, 
or pig-iron, such a result should quickly fol- 
low. In no manner can “the greatest good 
to the greatest number be more surely 
gained than in lessening transportation 
charges, which enter into the cost of nearly 
everything and form part of the daily living 
éxpenses of every man, woman, and child. 
The steel-rail tariff should be reduced be- 
cause under present conditions cheaper rail- 
road rails mean cheaper freight and passen- 
gor rates, competition being free and the 
carriers certain to use every advantage in 
their strife for business. The repeated 
and severe cutting of railroad rates dur- 
ing the last year shows that under the 
new order of things the railroads cannot long 
maintain excessive charges, and that, with 
occasional legislative assistance when needed 
from time to time, reductions of railroad 
rates wili quickly follow a lessening of rail- 


road expenses.

THE LARD INVESTIGATION. 

The mixed-lard question has thro other 
topics into the background at W ton 
tor the present. The business has not re- 
ceived such a thorough airing since it formed 
the subject of an investigation which oc- 
cupied the attention of our Board of Trade 
directors for several months in 1883, when 
the conclusion’ arrived at by most of 


those who heard the testimony presented 


that science has not yet proved itself abie 


to effect a satisfagtory analysis of what 
is confessed to be compound lard. 


The testimony given by Mr. Fairbank of 


this city is, however, exceedingly :mterest- 
ing. He is well known to be not only in the 
business, but a large part of it, and that 
from the veginning.

The fact that cotton-seed oil is used in

The objections of 
the refined lard men to such a branding of 


their wares cannot but be construed into an 
implicit acknowledgment that a cognizance 
of the factis limited to themselves and the 
retailers and is not shared by the great ma- 
jority of the people who consume it. 


AN OBJECTIONABLE MUNICIPAL PRACTICE. 
As long as the practice is kept up in the 
Controller's office of sending financial reports 


to the Council preliminary to the considera- 


tion of the annual appropriation bill and 
without consultauon with the heads of the 
municipal departments the latter will com- 
plain, and not without reason, that those re- 
ports place them in a false light before the 
public, and the Council will pay little atten- 
tion to the recommendations on the ground 
that they are arbitrary and made at hap-haz- 
ard. Controller Burley, following the usual 


practice, submitted his report Monday without 


consultation with the department chiefs, and 


there is the usual amount of dissatisfaction. 


The complaints concern principally the De- 
partment of Public Works, whose estimates 
are reduced in an arbitrary fashion to 
the extent of three-quarters of a million 


dollars. The items stricken out, according to 
members of the Finance Committee, are for 
work which the Council has already ordered 


(in some cases completed), such as the pav- 
ing of street intersections, the construction 


of viaducts, which, through the negligence or 
cupidity of the Aldermen, must be done at 


the expense of the city, and for work which 
cannot be deferred with safety. To illustrate: 
A member of the Finance Committee says 
the item for street intersections has been re- 
duced $300,000, when the fact is the city now 
contractors $273,000 for this class 
of work. An item for the construction of a 
viaduct north of the proposed bridge over 
the river at Dearborn street is also stricken 
out. The Council has ordered this viaduct 
to be constructed, and in granting Yerkes 
the right of way over bridge and viaduct the 
Aldermen conveniently forgot to make pro- 
vision to compel the street-car magnate to 
pay any portion of the cost of the latter. 
Those expenses are an inheritance from a past 
administration, yet the report of the Con- 
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ought to be a change in the method of 
making these annual reports.

A workman who speaks from actual expe- 
rience in the iron and steel industries in this 
country and England sends Taz Trrsune the 
following statement as to the comparative 
condition of wage-workers under high pro- 


tection and free trade: 

I note a letterin your today’s * in refer - 
ence to wages paid here and in other countries. 
As an Englishman and as a man of practical 
knowledge in this country and in England, hav- 
ing worked for my daily bread in Bagland and 
America, I write with, I trust, a thorough know!l- 
lark of the subject.

"This statement accords with the well-known 
fact that a comparatively small percentage of 
the immigration to the United States comes 
from free-trade England, and even that is 
made up largely from the ‘classes not pro- 
tected by the tariff and who cannot be re- 
garded as seeking here the —— of high 
protectionism. Skilled operatives in the iron 
and steel and cotton and woolen industries 
find little inducement to leave their employ- 
ment in free-trade England to seek higher 
wages in the United States. On full inquiry 
they find the promise of high wages delusive 
and that the supposed advantage is fully off- 
set by the increased cost of living. If any 
such disproportion between the condition of 
English and American operatives in pro- 
tected industries as is claimed by ultra pro- 
tectionists existed it could not fail to cause a 
flood of immigration of skilled operatives 
from England to the United States, whereas 
our immigration comes chiefly from the high- 
protection countries of Continental Europe, 
and is made up of people who can enjoy no 
protection here. 

Limiting: the inquiry to nauonalities repre- 
sented by 100,000 and upward, the following 
table shows the amount and vercentage of 
the immigration of each nationality to the 
United States for the decade ending June 30, 
1882: 
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Of the total immigration for ten years free- 
trade England contributed only a fraction 
over 15 per cent. Of the 562,000 British com- 
ing to the United States during the decade 
over 22 per cent were classed as servants or 
laborers—grooms, coachmen, household serv- 
ants, etc. Only 17 per cent belonged to the 
class described as “skilled labor,“ aud thie 
included carpenters, masons, blacksmiths, 
and others outside the protected industries, 
The following table gives the proportion of 
skilled and unskilled labor contributed by 
each nationality during the decade: : 
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The census returns correspond with the 
‘notorious fact that bigh protection in the 
United States has not depopulated the fac- 
tories of free-trade England nor caused any 
great immigration of intelligent workmen, who 
were not to be misled bya high wage rate 
without making inquiry as to its purchasing 
power. A comparatively small number of 
workmen of British birth can be found in 
American mills and factories. The great in- 
flow to the United States comes from Conti- 
nental Europe and is made up of cheap labor. 
deluded by the promise of wages nominally 
high but made relatively low by a high cost 
of living. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS SAVINGS BANKS. 

The annual report recently made by the 
Savings Bank Commissioners of Massachu- 
setts is a significant document. It shows that 
the whole number of savings banks in that 
State is 173, whose assets amount to $317,097,- 
499, Besides these there are eleven trust 
companies and fifty-one codperative banks, 
swelling the total assets to $375, 731,809. The 
aggregate number of deposits of $1,000 and up- 
wards in the savings banks is 110,737 and the 
amount $131,779,298. At first glance this would 
appear to represent the deposits of wealthy 
people, but the report states that it repre- 
sents original deposits and their accumula- 
tions. Many of them are small deposits al- 
lowed to accumulate—the ones the banks 
were established for. These hundreds of 
milhons of deposits not only show the thrifty, 
saving character of the Yankee workingmen, 
but the manner in which the deposits are al- 
lowed to accumulate indicates the confidence 
they have in the banks. Looking at the mat- 
ter from another point of view, the report is 
equally significant. It explains why there is 
no Socialism or anarchy in that State or any 
of the other New England States, where the 
savings bank literally saves the workingman’s 
surplus and increases it. It is no answerato 
this that workingmen in Massachusetts are 
mostiy Americans who have no sympathy 
with Socialism. The mill operatives and 
artisans of the cities are largely foreigners, 


and they, too, are depositorsin the savings 


banks. The inference is that a well-con- 
ducted bank of this kind in which the work- 
ing people have confidence will prove an ef: 
fective antidote to Socialism. That heresy 
is bred of the discontents of poverty and 
nourished by the saloon, which absorbs the 
earnings of the laborers; but with a sound 
savings bank system in operation less money 
would be squandered and there would be 
less poverty. Less money would be thrown 
away in the saloons or wasted on 
frivolous amusements for want of 
a place to deposit small sums where 
they could remain and draw interest. 
It is a reproach to the West that the great 
bulk of the savings deposits of the country 
belong to the Eastern States. It is tame that 
a similar system was put in operation here. 
The success of that system, as indicated by 
the Massachusetts report, should urge those 
interested in our own e law to expe- 
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good missionary work, both in enhancing the 
interests of all classes of laborers and re- 
moving the causes of discontent which have 
been such powerful aids to the growth of

FAILURE oF THE EXTRADITION TREATY. 

The factious and demagogical opposition 
of Senators Riddleberger, Eustis, and others 
seeking to make capital with Imsh-Ameri- 
cans has led to the postponement of the con- 
sideration of the extradition treaty with 
Great Britain until next December, with the 
prospect that the same faction may then se- 
cure another postponement or cause its re- 
jection altogether, as it requires a two- 
thirds vote to ratify and only a bare ma- 
jority to reject. The opposition of these 
demagogs was based upon the shallowest of 
pleas. As Tue Trisune has already stated, 
the father of the proposed treaty is Lord 
Rosebery, Mr. Gladstone’s Foreign Secreta- 
ry, the heir to the leadership of the Liberal 
party and a.stanch advocate of home 
rule in Ireland, which in itself is suf- 
ficient to commend the treaty to all 
good and law-abiding Irish citizens, 
however much it might offend the few 
who are of the O’Donovan-Kossa persuasion. 
Moreover, the treaty, like that proposed with 
Russia, excepts purely political offenders 
from its operation, and the dynamite clause 
bas been so far restricted by specifying the 
use of explosives” and “‘ obstruction of rail- 
roads that no one among the Irish who was 
not murderously inclined, or in favor of 
shielding murderers, could object toit. The 
protest made by Riddleberger and his asso- 
ciates was in the nature of an insult to Irish- 
men in this country. 

They have succeeded in carrying their 
point, however, and have staved off any fur- 
ther consideration of the treaty until next 
December, at which time it may be assumed 
political excitement will be at such a hight 
the Senate will have neither the time nor the 
disposition to bring it up again. Thus the bood- 
lers, defaulters, and embezzlers have at least 
a clear ten months ahead of them in which 
they can go on stealing the people’s money 
with no fear of the penitentiary before 
them. A great deal can be done in ten 
months, and it may be anticipated that the 
exodus to the friendly hayen of refuge in 
Canada will be a lively one. Bank officers, 
bookkeepefs, and trust-fund hoiders. who 
have been hesitating for fear that the Sen- 
ate might ratify the treaty any day will now 
be relieved from their apprehensions and can 
appropriate their employers’ or depositors’ 
money in gambling specniations to their 
hearts’ content. For ten months more there 
is full license to plunder. For ten months 
more no defaulter or boodler need fear the 
penitentiary. For ten months more the 
Canadian door stands wide open and no one 
can molest them or make them afraid. The 
temptation still remains and the Senate has 
renewed the premium for crime by gener- 
ously extending the time. If the boodlers 
and defaulters do not have a picnic this 
summer it will not be the fault of the 
Senate.

Prince William’s Plea for Peace—The Feel- 
ing in Russia.

I am a 
soldier. All the Brandenburgers are sol- 
diers. I conclude with the words uttered b 
ee siege wader in — 2 . whic 
sho o grand spectacle o pular repre- 
sentation going locked hand in — with the 
Government. adapt to Brandenburg the 
sentenve:. We Brandenburgs only fear 
God, and nothing else in this world.’” 

The Reichstag today passed the Military 
Loan bill without debate. Only three mem- 
bers (Social Democrats) opposed the meas- 
ure. 

Sr. Peterssvurea, Feb. 9.—Gen. Van Novski, 
Minister of War. has issued an order of the 
day in accordance with the decision of June, 
1887, forming a mobilizing section at the 
artillery headquarters.

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 


The Doctors Report that It Was Success- 
fully Accomplished, and the Royal 
Patient Is Doing Well—German Physi- 
clans Doubt His Chances of Life—An 
English Audience Hisses the Prince of 
Wales for Disturbing a Piay.

San Remo, Feb. 9.—The Crown Prince had 
a bad time of it last night, as he had great 
difficulty in breathing.

The correspondents 
of the London papers seem to think the 
operation of tracheotomy is in itself danger- 
ous, but the London Lancet tomorrow, 
which bases its 2 on private sources 
of information, takes quite a cheerful view 
of the situation. It says tracheotomy in an 
adult is an extremely simple operation, devoid 
of all the difficulties surrounding it in chil- 
dren, and the gravity of it is only derived 
from the condition rendering its perform- 
ance nece sary. I met today Dr. L. L. Sea- 
man of New York, for a long time at the 
head of the Charity Hospital on Blackwell's 
Isiand. He has talked with several physicians 
here, among them the eminent surgeon Bill- 
roth. He said that without exception the 
German doctors deprecated the optimistic 
reports given to the press by the English doc- 
tor. The German physicians express nodoubt 
about the ultimate outcome of the cancer, 
and do not give the Crown Prince more than 
a few months to tive under the most favor- 
able circumstances. The Emperor William 
had an interview with Count Radolnski to- 
day. The latter will start for San Remo to- 
night. Dr. Mackenzie wiil send a report 
of the operation to the Emperor, which will 
be of a cheerful character. The Crown 
Princess sent a telegram to Queen Victoria 
saying the operation on the Crown Prince 
was a success and the patient was doing 
well.

: TRADE AND LABOR MATTERS. 


A Committee to Meet Carpenters and Stair- 
builders—Affairs at Pullman. 


The Carpenters’ and Builders’ Associauon 
met atthe Builders’ & Traders’ Exchange 
last night, and after a long and exciting de- 
bate took action which will probably result 


in a peaceabie season in the building trade.. 


The special subject was a communication 
from the United Carpenters’ Council inform- 
ing the association that working rules had 
been adopted making eight hours a day’s 
work at 35 cents an hour, and asking for the 
appointment of a committee to settle points 
in dispute. The followimg letter was re- 
ceived from the Stairbvilders’ Union: 

At a lar meeting of the Stairbuilders’ 
Union, heid Nov. 2, 1887, the following resolution

WHEREAS, The stairbuilders receive less pay

He said a fair mechanic was 
worth 35 cents an hour and that eight hours

BENSLEY BROS. SUSPENDED. 


The Well-Known Board of Trade Firm in 
Financial Straits. 

Notice of the suspension of Bensley Bros. 
was given yesterday morning on Change. 
The announcement created no excitement, a 
drop of & of a cent on corn being the extent 


of its influence on the market. Little sur- 


prise and a good deal of sympathy were ex- 
pressed, the firm having been engaged in 
business on the board for nearly if not quite 
thirty years. The immediate cause of the 
suspension is the general decline in grain. 
The firm was carrying a large line of wheat 
and corn for its customers, most of whom 
were on the wrong side of the market, and, 
margins having been exhausted, the custom- 
ers iailed to respond. The firm was not long 
on grain or provisions on its own account, 
but was carr for customers something 
els of corn and wheat. It 
is understood that $20,000 will cover its board 
accounts. The Corn Exchange Bank is a 
creditor to the extent of about $18,000, which 
will be reduced to about $10,000 by collaterals, 
and a debit account at the American Ex- 
change Bank of about $7,000 is abundantly 
secured. Aside from such habilities as may 
exist on the outside, of which no estimate 
can at present be given, $50,000 will easily 
cover the deficit, with the assets in the shape 
of collaterals yet to be heard from. 

The indirect cause of suspension was the 
losses sustained g Sours firm in the McGeoch 
failure of 1583. ey were interested only 
to the extent $2,500 on their 
own account, but through their custom- 
ers sustained losses from which they have 
never recovered. They also lost heavily m 
the June deal, not on their own account, but 
through the failure of their customers to re- 
spond. It is said on Change that the firm 
has been gradually losing ground for five 
years past.

ENGLISH I8 ENOUGH FOR THE POLES. 


Why They Oppose Teaching German in 
the Publie Schools. 

Yesterday visits among the Polish resi- 
dents of Chicago resulted that they are by 
no means in favor of the present method of 
teaching German in the public schools. The 
objections raised are that it is an injustice to 
the taxpayer; that it interferes with the 
study of English, the only language which 
should be allowed in the primary schoois; 
and that it is simply adding an unwarrant- 


| able burden on achild’s brain at an age when 


usually it cannot stand it. If German is in- 
22 why not any of the other half 
a dozen ign languages! 

„1 can conceive,” said W. Dyinewicz, 
„how some people muy say that Chicago be- 
ing a city with a strong German citizenship 
should have German taught, but if you bring 
this question of locality you’re bound to get 
muddied. Take it here, for instauce— Mil- 
waukee avenue and Noble street —the neigh- 
bor hood is strongly Polish; it follows, then, 
that we ought to have Polish taught in this 
primary school at least; the French are 
strong on the: West Side near Twelfth street; 
a French teacher ought to be putin the 
schools there also. You see it wouldn’t work. 
I look upon the introduction of German in the 

mary schools as an abomination. We 
ve not come here to Germanize the coun- 
try, but to better our condition and accept 
citizenship. The quicker we are assimilated 
the better it will be, but to keep foreign ele- 
ments in the system will not hasten the ob- 
t. 

Have you any children at school!“ 

“Yes, t ; but they’ll not take German 
before they know English; no, sir.“ 

“It is an imposition on our people,” said 
A. J. Kowalski. There are 70,000 Poles in 
this city who are made to pay for the educa- 
tion of German children in their parents’ 
tongue. Why don’t they give us Polish, 
too? I’ve got to pav for the Polish educa- 
tion my children are receiving now, common 
justice would demand that tne German do 
the same.”’ 

Piotr Arkuscewsky thought that, as for- 
eigners had come to America to make it 
their home, they should adopt the language 
of the country as their language. Foreign 
languages come in weill enough after a high- 
school course, they were an imposition in 
the primary school. 

* What do I think of it? said Joseph Niem- 
cezemski. I think it’s a shame that the tax- 
payers should be made to pay a tariff fora 
thing they don’t want. See. we left Poland 
to escape the German language, and here we 
tind ourselves compelled to support the thing 
we nari; ve ae 3 is taught * our 
parochial schools, and it is its proper place; 
the German should be relegated there also 
if anywhere. But I don’t believe in perpet- 
uating the languages of the Old World any- 
way, not here at least.“ 

“Why should the Germans be given such 

ivileges over the other nationalities?’’ said 

lasius Swierzy. “If they are entitied to 
it 1 think we are entitled to having Polish; 
that’s logical, isn’t it? Yes, I have one child 
at school.“ 

Is he taking German!“ y 

“ He wanted to, but I decided it was not 
best. I believe this extra language at that 
age is pernicious and harmful, for to do justice 
to it the English must be slighted. y chil- 
dren will have to kuow English even before 
Polish.” Mr. Swierzy was ignorant of the 
option provisions. — 

1 do not think German is in its place in 
our public schools,“ said Victor Bordonski. 
“It is a luxury, not a necessity, and luxuries 
should be paid for.“ 

Do you see any reason why some other 
foreign language should not also be taught?“ 

None whatever. If German, why not 
French and Spanish also!“ 

“ A gross injustice,“ said Peter Okoniews- 
ky, “ and an insult to our peopie. If the city 
is going to retain it, then let them provide 
tor us also. But chat is impracticable, for 
the French, the Itelian, Spaniards, and the 
other elements of our population would want 
the same privilege.”’ 

It is most decidedly unfair,” said L. Gra- 
bowsky. ‘* Why, it would lead, in a short 
time, to nothing more nor less than a divis- 
ion of the Unitéd States. The United States 
will be stronger when one language only 1s 
taught everywhere.“ 

Don't want to hear about it,” said W. 
Wiekinski:. it's got no more business to be 
in our primary schools than Polish or any 
other foreign language, and ought to be 
dropped.“ 


STARTING YOUNG PEOPLE IN LIFE. 


Curious Features Connected with Austrian- 
Polish Weddings. 

The social season of the Austrian Poles 
ended at 1 o’clock yesterday morning. It 
should have ended an hour earlier, but the 
festivities were such they could not be cut 
off abruptly. Besides, some of the funmakers 
hardly knew whether it was 1 o’clock in the 
morning or 1 in theafternoon. It had been a 
great festal night. Three weddings had been 
celebrated in the saloons at Nos. 78 and 76 
Front street and 325 Carpenter, and the 
Polish colony was now ready ior the sacri- 
fices of their Lenten season. 
ing parties had such names as Szarmack, 
Dambrowski, and Jabpszynska. The Aus- 
trian Poles are faithful to thei: religion, and 
a wedding is the grandest event in life. 
Comparatively little attention 1s paid to the 
ceremony which makes the couple one, but 
the subsequent exercise of starting the couple 
in life is a cause of celebration. : 

At noon Wednesday three musicians—a 
violinist, a fifer, and a bass-violist—ciimbed 
upon a rickety platform at each of the three 
places named above and began to play with 
a great deal of violence the tunes of the 
old country. Beneath the musicians were 
crowds of men, women, and 
children. he room was encircled with 
a row of chairs in which these people 
sat. In the centre of the room was a 
young woman, the bride. who when the 
music began selected a partner from cne of 
the assembled maidens. The couple danced 
until the music ceaséd. After a moment or 
two intermission the music began again, and 
the bride appeared with another young 
woman. Thus she kept on changing partners 
until all the maidens had danced with the 
bride. Then tables were quickly spread. 
The plates contained roast ham, smoked 
sausage, and beer. Beside the plates for the 
guests were empty dishes; which when the 
became the receptacles of 
coin.

Is IT A SCHEME OF LAND SHARES? 


A Petition to Congress Soldiers Are Being 
Asked to Sign. 

Eau Cratre, Wis., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Postmasters throughout this region are re- 
ceiving circulacs from a Washington pension 
attorney declaring that “a great injustice 
has been done the soldiers of the late war by 
the different States and the Nationai Govern- 
ment in not securing to every soldier or his 
legal representative 160 acres of tne public 
lands of the United States, or a land war- 
rant therefor, or its equivalent in money; 


that the infirmities of age now prevent the 
soldier from we mgr oe securing a home on 
the — lands, which are fast passing into 
the hands of foreigners, the capitalists, and 
powerful corporations; that, to remedy 
this wrong a powerful effort will be made this 
winter to secure from Congress a law grant- 
ing to the soldier a bounty land warrant of 
100 acres,” ete. Inclosed with the circular is 
a blank petition which the Postmasters are 
requested to circulate among the soldiers. 
The petition reads: “We, the under- 
signed soldiers who served in the 
United States army duri the late 
war of 181. res ul petition 
that your honorable will enact alaw 
prenting to every soldier of the late war—or 
his | representatives—a bounty land war- 
rant for 160 acres, or a cePtificate of right to 
locate, in 22 or by agent, 160 acres of the 

ublic lands of the United States, subject to 

omestead entry,” and further sets forth 
that “ the agents of the Government, in or- 
der to secure enlistments, did in thousands 
of cases actually make the promise that each 
man should and would receive 160 acres of 
land, and this belief became so general from 
its repetinon that in nearly every case of eu- 
hstment the imphed understanding with the 
soldier was that he was sure of his 100- ac re 
grant from the Government for his home,”

The d on of the circular and the 
petition is regarded 
soldiers as a part of a big scheme of a syndi- 
cate ot land sharks to get up a bill of the 
kind named and endeavor to rush it througn 
as u soldiers’ measure, and then — the 
land warrants. The circulation of the peti- 
tion all over the country would give the 
supposed sharks a list of the names of thou- 
sands of soldiers who could easily be in- 
duced to make members of the syndicate 
their agents, the latter thus making a fat 
thing out of it by buymg up warrants for a 
song and locating lands which they could not 
get hoid of in any other way. All the peti- 
tions are directea to be returned to one per- 
son in Washington—the pension attorney 
who sends them out—and he and his coadju- 
tors, as the originators of the measure, would 
naturally have special advantages in reaping 
the harvest which would await speculation 
in land warrants should such a measure pass. 

“Like the ‘soldiers’ additional racket,” 
said aland man, it would be what we call 
pie, only a great deal more so, for the fellows 
who could get the inside track. 

Grand Army of the Republic Department 
Commander Griffin said: I would advise 
the soldiers to sign no such document as this 
petition for bounty land warrants. The m- 
ventors of the scheme would be the only ones 
to profit by it.

Not Be Compelled to Pay Tribute to a 
Few Manufacturers—The Present Tariff 


Brings in Low Grades and Benefits Re- 


finers. 

The following communication on the color 
line in sugar is the work of an expert, and 
points out clearly the injustice of the 
present tariff on sugar, which not only fos- 
ters monopoly but inflicts a twofold injury 
upon the consumer: 

It is awell-known fact that raw sugar is 
produced of all shades of color, from nearly 
coal black to pure white. This will not be 
denied by any one accustomed to dealing in 
the article, but it may be necessary to state, 
forthe benefit of consumers and those not 
intimately connected with the business, that 
the Dutch standards, upon the basis of which 
the State oF duties might bw are Ave 

en of raw sugar, ed acco 

to shades of color, and numbered from six 
twenty, the first mentioned number being 
pure white. 
The only inconvenience experienced of late 
years in making up the Dutch standards has 
en the difficulty of proving a grade of 
8 sufficiently dark in color to represent 

0. 

Upon an examination of these standards 
it will de seen that the grades ranging from 
No. 6 to 13 are not suitable for household 
use in their natural state. The grades rang- 
ing from 18 to 16 are useful for various cook- 
ing and manufacturing purposes, while . the 
grades ranging above No. 16 and up to No. 20 
can be extensively used in the household. 

Why: therefore, should the color line be 
fixed at No. 16? Is it possible that the Su 
Trust is advocating an arrangement of this 
kind and endeavoring to pull the wool over 
the eyes of Congress or to hoodwink the 
people in order to prevent the enactment of 
a law putting a uniform duty on all raw 
sugar, regar ofcolor, or to abolish the 
duty entirely? 


It is a well known fact that whenever 
trusts are formed the object of the combina- 
tion is to usurp the place of competition and 
advance the price of the commodity controlled 
beyond rates which will afford reasonable 
profits. Anditis quite evident that if the 
consumers have no other means of supplying 
their wants the quality of the grades 
furnished will surely fall short of that which 
wae roduced under tue spus of active com- 
petition. 

If itis the policy of the Government and 
in accordance with the will of the people 
that the protective feature of the tariff on 
sugar should not be eliminated, it is quite 
clear that the rates of duty should not be 

in such a manner as to place un- 
limited power to control prices in hands 
of an association which is not recognizea by 
the laws of the country, and which 1s gov- 
erned by a few persons whose interests are 
entirely opposed to the general welfare of 
the people.

The importation of the higher es of 
raw sugar on the basis of polarization would 
not only serve as a wholesale check to mo- 
nopolistic influences, but would encourage the 
mercantile community to continue in the 
business which gives employment to ship- 
owners, warehouse-men, and a vast number 
of laborers who would be required to handle 
the goods. Government employés would be 
retained in their positions, and, in fact, em- 
ployment for the industrial classes would be 
rather increased than diminished. 

The practicai effect of the present tariff is 
to encourage the importation of the lower 
grades of sugar, which are landed direct to 
the refineries; consequently very little em- 
ployment is provid for those who are 
obliged to earn their living by the work of 
their hands.

ILLINOIS SCHOOL MATTERS. 


The New Teachers’ Certificates—Necessity 
of Revision of the Law. 

SPRINGFIELD, LiL, Feb. 9.—| Special. |—Let- 
ters are coming in daily to the office of the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
tor circulars of instruction as to the next ex- 
amination for applicants for State teachers’ 
certificates. The applications thus far are 
ten-fold greater than one year ago. This indi- 


cation greatly encourages the department in 
its effort to increase the number of these cer- 
tificates ‘without lowering the standard set 
up for them. There are only 464 teachers in 
the State holding them. It also tends to con- 
firm the committee now engaged in the revis- 
ion of the School law in the opinion that they 
ought to propose a new grade of county cer- 
tificate to come in between the State certifi- 
cate and the 5 grade county certificate 
now issued. e qualifications for this new 
certificate will probably be the same as those 
for the present first grade county teachers’ 
certificate, and, in addition thereto,an ex- 
amination in the theory and practice of 
teaching and unqualified evidence of success- 
ful teaching for at least three years. These 
certificates will be in the county of 
their issue, for five years. The feasibility of 
making them good for any county in the State 
has been discussed ; but it has been practically 
decided that this would not be satisfactory 
unless the State Superintendent were made 
the examiner of all applicants for them, and 
this the present duties of that office and the 
convenience of applicants would not permit.
